Future of primary school 
could affect communities 


I T’S a shame Cllr Bob Penrose chose 
not to comment in last week’s GEM 
on concerns over the second 
consultation about the future of 
Llancarfan Primary School. 

Perhaps the story hit a nerve because the 
absurdity of council plans to ‘transfer’ the school 
to Rhoose is plain enough for anyone prepared to 
see it. 

Maybe the problem is that ‘there are none so 
blind as those that will not see’. 

So let’s consider the issue another way for the 
Sully councillor. 

Moving Llancarfan Primary School over five 
miles to a new housing estate on the edge of 
Rhoose is the equivalent of relocating Sully 
Primary School to a new development in Cogan. 

The council’s proposal for Llancarfan is to build 
the new school within half a mile of Rhws Primary. 

In our parallel example that would mean 
opening the new Sully Primary on Cogan 
Primary’s doorstep. 

The council plans to double the size of 
Llancarfan Primary and change the catchment area, 
so the same logic would also apply to the imagined 
new site of Sully Primary in Cogan. 

In both scenarios the original school name will 
remain the same, despite there being no school in 
Llancarfan or Sully after ‘transfer’. 

My hunch is that the people of Sully and Cogan

THINK 
everyone is 
pretty cynical 
about how statistics 
are used these days, 
but I hope The 
GEM will not mind 
me pointing out an 
unusual case where 
one set of dodgy 
stats originally 
quoted in this 
newspaper is now 
being used by 
another group for a 
totally different 
purpose. 

It was harmless at 
first, and it came about 
when Bridgend Railway 
Station was revamped. 
The press release printed 
in The GEM said that 
‘ 1.5 million passengers a 
year pass through the 
station’. 

Now, Bridgend is not 
that big a station, so I 
was surprised. At first, I 
thought someone was 
counting people taking a 
train to Swansea from 
Cardiff, not stopping at 
Bridgend, but I thought 
no PR man or PR 
woman would have the 
nerve to try that. 

However, thinking it 
through the numbers 
became easier to 
understand. Let’s take 
one commuter working 
in Swansea or Cardiff. 
He/she will ‘pass 
through’ the station 
twice a day. 

Working a five-day 
week means 10 per 
week, and five weeks’ 
holiday means 47 x 10 = 
470 in a year. 

All of a sudden, you 
don’t need so many 
passengers to get up to 
that 1.5 million who 
‘pass through’. 

So far so harmless - 
until the recent 
formation of action 
groups opposing the M4 
to A48 link road, which 
aims to improve road 


access to the airport. 

Now, the action 
groups have decided that 
one tactic is to rubbish 
Cardiff Airport. It might 
turn out to be counter¬ 
productive, but for the 
moment, letter writers to 
The GEM are presenting 
the airport as a costly 
white elephant that will 
never be a success, so 
why waste money 
building better roads? 

So, how to rubbish 
the airport? Why not 
point out that it only 
handles the same 
number of passengers as 
Bridgend Railway 
Station? I have seen at 
least two pieces in The 
GEM quoting this ‘fact’. 

To a neutral observer, 
it seems a bit daft to 
make this claim. After 
all, Cardiff Airport 
Terminal Building is just 
a touch bigger than 
Bridgend’s station. 

The number of people 
who work at the airport, 
I suggest, is quite a bit 
bigger than those who 
work at the railway 
station. 

What’s more, 
although the airport is 
keen to capture business 
traffic it is pretty 
obvious that the vast 
majority of passengers 
are people flying off to 
foreign climes. 

I would be interested 
to know if the airport 
counts one passenger 
going out to Majorca 
and then coming back as 
‘one’ or ‘two’ 
passengers, but even if 
it’s two, it’s blindingly 
obvious that there is an 
enormous difference of 
scale between the airport 
and the railway station.

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New measures 
to help address 
the litter issue 


EXTRA litter 
patrols, 
loudspeaker 
announcements, 
signs and more bins 
are being used to 
keep Barry Island 
beach tidy after 
mounds of rubbish 
were left by 
visitors. 

The measures have 
been put in place by Vale 
Council after what 
campaigners, businesses 
and volunteers described 
as a “heart-breaking” 
amount of litter left on 
the beach over the early 
May Bank Holiday 
weekend. 

More wheelie-bins 
have been put in place at 
key routes to the beach, 
to add to more than 100 
bins already at the resort. 

Council staff numbers 
have been increased to 
clear litter later in the 
day, and signs have 
greeted visitors with 


‘before’ and ‘after’ 
pictures showing the 
cleanliness of the beach 
at the start and at the end 
of the early May Bank 
Holiday. 

A council meeting on 
June 14 heard that bags 
of rubbish are still being 
left on Barry beach, and 
items such as broken 
bottles, wet wipes and 
barbecues are still being 
found buried in the sand. 

A litter campaigner 
has said the situation on 
Barry beach has got 
better since the measures 
were introduced - which 
followed a public 
meeting on the issue 
held by the council in 
May. 

Joanne Cheek, from 
the Beautiful Barry 
campaign group, said: 
“We have had five or six 
volunteers going out 
religiously. It’s not 
perfect.

Barry drug 
dealer jailed 


A DRUG dealer has 
been jailed after he 
was caught by 
officers with bags 
of cocaine and 
cannabis. 

Mohammed Mussa, 
aged 24, of Barry, was 
sentenced to 42 months 
imprisonment following 
a recent trial at Newport 
Crown Court. 

He was charged with 
possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs, 
possession with intent to 
supply class B drugs, 
driving whilst 
disqualified, failing to 
provide a specimen for 
analysis and driving 
without insurance. 

Officers pulled Mussa 
over after he was seen 
driving his Mercedes 
Benz erratically along 
Cardiff Road, Barry, on 
February 11,2018 at 
around 4.50am. 

The defendant was 
asked to provide a breath 
test at the roadside after 
appearing to be under 
the influence of alcohol. 
He blew 135p,g per 100 
millilitres of breath - 
more than three times 
over the drink-drive 
limit. 

Checks conducted by 
officers also showed that 
Mussa was a disqualified 
driver with no insurance. 

On searching the car. 



officers found four 
grammes of cocaine 
sorted into eight small 
bags along with 5.4g of 
cannabis sorted into 
three bags for street 
dealing. 

Text messages found 
on Mussa’s phone were 
consistent with dmg- 
related activities. 

Detective Sergeant 
Julian Kerslake said: 

“We want our 
communities to be free 
of drug dealers and the 
problems that dmg 
dealing bring to our 
area. We will stop, 
search and disrupt those 
who do deal drugs at 
every given opportunity. 

“We will act on 
information received by 
members of the 
community and I would 
urge those with concerns 
about drug supply to call 
us on 101 or call 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111.”

CAMPAIGNER 
Soraya Kelly has 
taken the fight for 
early cancer 

detection awareness 
all the way to PM 
Theresa May at 
Number 10. 

The breast cancer 
survivor has called on the 
Prime Minister to 
publicly and proactively 
support #theglovesareon 
- and the foundation now 
set up to benefit from its 
fundraising. 

Mother of four Soraya 
started the campaign 
earlier this year in a bid 
to raise awareness of 
early detection and 
prompt treatment of the 
disease. 

The 48-year-old only 
realised she had Grade 3 
cancer due to her 
implants, which were 11 
years old, pushing out a 
lump. This would have 
been missed had she not 
had the cosmetic surgery 
some years earlier. 

Soraya, who 

underwent a lumpectomy 
and weeks of daily 
radiotherapy, then 
launched the campaign in 
a bid to highlight the 
issue of early detection 
and calling on other 
people to support her.

The Vale AM said: “I 
was really pleased to 
welcome Soraya and 
some of her team to 
support her campaign. 

“Soraya told me how 
her campaign seeks to 
promote early detection, 
fighting, and raising 
awareness of all types of 
cancer.

“I first met her on the 
Mother’s Day walk in 
memory of local 
campaigner Lesley 
Woolcock, who also did 
a huge amount of work to 
raise awareness of 
ovarian cancer.

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Council submits 
response opposing 
latest government 
reform proposals 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
has submitted its 
response to the 
latest consultation 
on local 

government reform, 
strongly opposing 
the proposals to 
merge the authority 
with Cardiff. 

The Council’s 
response has been 
developed with the 


involvement of officers 
from across the 
organisation as well as 
elected members. 

The initial draft 
response was agreed by 
Cabinet on May 21 and 
was then considered by 
the Corporate 
Performance and 
Resources Scrutiny 
Committee on May 24. 

The final response 
was then agreed by 
Cabinet on June 6 and 
submitted to Welsh 


Government. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the Council, 
said: “We as a council 
have carefully 
considered Welsh 
Government’s latest 
proposals for the future 
of local government and 
feel that the case has not 
been made for council 
mergers. 

“The Green Paper 
remains wedded to the 
idea that fewer, larger 
authorities are somehow 


more capable of being 
agile and responsive to 
local need. 

“The Vale Council has 
been recognised as the 
best performing council 
in Wales for the past 
three years. This proven 
success in meeting the 
needs of Vale residents 
should not be 
jeopardised. 

“The idea that 
councils must be forced 
to merge for them to 
work better together also 
fails to recognise the 
significant amount of 
collaborative working 
that this council in 
particular is already 
doing, not just with 
neighbouring local 
authorities, but also with 
other public, private and 
voluntary sector 
partners. 

“Our opposition to 
these latest proposals has 
been agreed by elected 
members from all 
political parties. 

“This demonstrates 
how poorly conceived 
this latest plan to 
interfere with local 
government in Wales is, 
and of how negatively it 
would impact on the 
Vale.”

A WELSH 
Government 
enterprise scheme 
in the Vale is 
currently costing 
more than £60,000 
per job. 

New figures have 
revealed £20.2 million, 
including £13.8 mi llion 
of Welsh Government 
money, has been spent 
on the Cardiff Airport 
and St Athan Enterprise 
Zone’ since 2012. 

In that time, around 
275 jobs have been 
either directly created 
or assisted by the 
investment. That means 
£62,009 has been spent 
per job created, 
safeguarded or assisted 
by the investment in 
the area. 

The zone, which 
aims to attract new 
businesses and provide 
new jobs, is one of 
eight similar schemes 
across Wales which 
have collectively cost 
£220 million - creating 
around 3,000 jobs. 


Aston Martin is one 
of the biggest 
employers to be 
brought to the Cardiff 
Airport and St Athan 
Enterprise Zone and 
will bring 750 jobs to 
the area when it is fully 
operational by late 
2019. 

Marcus 

Goldsworthy, the Vale 
Council’s planning 
chief, told a council 
meeting the first car at 
the Aston Martin plant 
could come off the 
production line by the 
end of this year as part 
of a test. 

He told the council’s 
environment and 
regeneration scrutiny 
committee on June 14: 
“They intend to be 
fully operational by the 
end of 2019. There’s a 
head of steam growing 
behind it and we would 
welcome that.” 

A report by Welsh 
Government said the 
investment by Aston 
Martin should see the 
number of jobs in the 


area “grow markedly in 
the coming months”. 

Almost 100 staff are 
now directly employed 
by the Aston Martin 
plant in St Athan - 
around half are 
currently training at the 
company’s main plant 
in Warwick. 

Elsewhere in the 
enterprise zone, 
passenger numbers at 
Cardiff Airport have 
grown by 48 per cent 
over the last three years 
and it has established 
new routes to 
destinations in 
Germany, Ireland, Italy, 
Erance, Spain and most 
recently to Doha, 

Qatar. 

A £5 million facility 
for Bristow 

Helicopters’ search and 
rescue service, 
covering south Wales 
and south west 
England, has also been 
built. 

Cardiff Aviation Ltd 
has set up a training 
facility at the airport, 
and it is hoped more 
than 150 new jobs 
could be created by 
attracting business to a 
development at 
Picketston, north of St 
Athan. 

Mr Goldsworthy also 
told the meeting he is 
optimistic that more 
big employers could be 
brought to the area 
with discussions 
ongoing behind the 
scenes. 

The enterprise zone 
came close to winning 
a huge maintenance, 
repair and overhaul 


contract from Boeing, 
before narrowly 
missing out last year. 
But Mr Goldsworthy 
said there may still be 
hope of winning the 
investment. 

He said: “Boeing 
would have brought 
something like 2,500 
jobs. That went to a 
southern UK site. We 
understand that may 
not be dead. The site 
identified has not been 
able to deliver on 
certain issues.” 

Mr Goldsworthy 
added Aston Martin is 
one of the best 
companies he’s ever 
seen for employing 
local people. 

A Northern Access 
Road is being built to 
St Athan from the main 
B4265. 

Cllr Gwyn John, told 
the meeting: “I’m very 
unhappy at the quote of 
the number of jobs 
currently at MoD St 
Athan is 137.6 created 
by the Welsh 
Government when we 
would have expected 
jobs in the hundreds or 
thousands by now.” 

He said building 
400-plus houses off the 
access road would be 
destroying good 
farming land.

tackling 

homelessness in the 
Vale. 

Improved ways of 
working will now 
ensure that help is at 
hand for anyone 
threatened with 
homelessness. 

The event was 
facilitated by Shelter 
Cymru and 
representatives from 
Gwalia, Wales and West 
Homes, Atal-y-Fro and 
a number of other 
organisations working 
in the Vale participated 
in workshop sessions. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, opened the 
event and said: “Joint 
working arrangements 
are vital if we are to 
realise our ambition of 
eliminating 
homelessness in the 
Vale. Our housing team 
are at the forefront of 
tackling the issue but 
the reality is that 
without the support of a 
wide range of partners 
we simply could not 
deliver a modern 
service. 

“In recent years, we 
have been able to shift 
our work from crisis 
management to 
prevention. This has had 
a massive impact on 
hundreds of lives. In 
line with recent changes 
in legislation we are 
creating a modem safety 
net that will see no one 


is turned away without 
help. As part of this 
work, the Council is 
required to undertake a 
homelessness review 
and produce a 
homelessness strategy.” 

One focus of the 
event was an analysis of 
the views of those that 
have sought assistance 
from the Council’s 
homelessness team in 
recent months. These 
were gathered by an 
independent survey of 
service users undertaken 
by Gwalia. 

Mark Lawrence, 
Homelessness 
Consultant from Shelter 
Cymru, said: “The 
survey results show 
what a good job is 
already being done in 


the Vale, largely as a 
result of good working 
relationships between 
all the agencies 
involved. 

“Service users are 
telling us that the 
Council’s team treat 
them with respect, 
dignity and offer advice 
in a simple and non- 
judgemental fashion. 

“Such good customer 
service in what are often 
very challenging 
circumstances is 
commendable and 
shows what a solid 
platform we have to 
build on.” 

The Council will 
publish its new 
homelessness strategy 
later this year.

PETER THOMAS is raising 
money for NICU Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit at 
Singleton Hospital Swansea to 
help pay for equipment and 
facilities.

“My name is Peter Thomas and I 
have a daughter Evie, who is now four. 
When Evie was born, my wife and I 
were delighted.

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TWO NEW SPEED WATCH 
SCHEMES ARE LAUNCHED 



NEW technology is being 
used for the first time by 
two Community Speed 
Watch schemes in the Vale 
to help put the brakes on 
speeding motorists. 

The two new schemes were 
launched in the villages of 
Llantrithyd and Peter stone-Super- 
Ely. 

Llantrithyd residents were the 
first to use a new device - the 
pocket radar - which is the size of 
a mobile phone to detect and 
record the speeds of passing 
motorists. 

Five residents joined PCSO 
Alex Mackay and PCSO 
Rhiannon Cummings for the 
launch of the scheme on June 6 
while the scheme was launched in 
Peterstone-Super-Ely on June 7. 

Speed Watch is an initiative 
across the UK which empowers 
local communities to play an 
active part in tackling the problem 
of speeding in their 
neighbourhoods. 

Any details of speeding 
motorists will be passed to an 
officer who then forwards the 
details to Go Safe. Go Safe, the 


Wales Road Casualty Reduction 
Partnership, will then carry out all 
checks and issue warning letters to 
owners. 

Offending vehicles and drivers 
details will be kept on record, and 
if there is a repeat offence they 
may be liable to further action 
being taken. 

PCSO Alex Mackay, who co¬ 
ordinates the Llantrithyd scheme, 
said: “The road through 

Llantrithyd has a 30mph speed 
limit and is used as a rat run 
between the Vale and the A48 at 
Bonvilston in the mornings and 
afternoons. There have been a 
number of minor road traffic 
collisions in the area, most of 
which are collisions resulting in 
car door mirrors being broken or 
minor damage to the body of the 
car. 

“Speeding is regularly raised as 
a concern by residents and this is a 
great initiative which enables 
them to take some positive action 
within their own communities. 

“We have nine volunteers 
signed up so far which is fantastic 
to see and I would encourage 
anyone interested in joining to get 
in touch. 


“We are the first area within the 
South Wales Police-Go Safe 
partnership to use the new pocket 
radars which is a big step forward. 
This new device is much easier to 
use and replaces the old heavy and 
cumbersome equipment.” 

PCSO Dan Rees, who co¬ 
ordinates the Peterston-Super-Ely 
scheme, said: “The scheme has 
been set up at two locations to try 
and combat persistent offenders 
who exceed the 30mph speed 
limit. 

“The response that we have 
received in the short time has been 
great, I have five willing 
volunteers who are on board and 
more names coming through to me 
every day.” 

Neighbourhood Police Sergeant 
Mark Allen said: “Our aim is to 
spread the message that the 
community in the Vale simply 
won’t stand for speeding motorists 
and hopefully, together, we can 
bring the average speed of cars on 
our roads down.”

This Ocean is good - 
but it’s not gr-eight 


R emakes 

are always a 
tricky 

proposition, but one 
him that got it right 
(mainly by pretty 
much ignoring 
what had gone 
before) was Steven 
Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s 11. 

With a cooler-than-a- 
freezer cast (George 
Clooney, Brad Pitt, Matt 
Damon et al) it was a 
suave and smooth 
delight, yet woefully low 
on female 
representation, 
something Ocean’s 8 
aims to rectify. 

Sandra Bullock plays 
Debbie Ocean, sister of 
Clooney’s Danny, who 
gets her own crew 
together (comprising of 
Cate Blanchett’s Lou, 
Sarah Paulson’s Tammy 
and Mindy Kaling’s 
Amita among others) 
when she wants to pull 
off a heist at the Met 
Gala, targeting Ann 
Hathaway’s Hollywood 
star Daphne Kluger and 
a diamond necklace 
worth $150 million - but 
will Debbie and her 
crew get what they 
want? 

If there’s a small 
pocket of people out 
there who think that 
making an Ocean’s film 
with a cast made up 
primarily of women is 
heresy, then they’re 
pretty small-minded. 

After all, while 
Steven Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s 11 was a fun 
and stylish romp (based 
on the 1960 Frank 
Sinatra film), the sequels 
were undercut by self- 
indulgence, so it’s not as 
if the filmmakers here 
are stepping on hallowed 
ground. 

In fact, to see a film 
like this given the 
cultural upheaval we’ve 
experienced over the last 
18 months is quite 
refreshing, and while the 
film is a wonderful 
showcase for the cast. 


you just wish there was 
something more 
substantial for them to 
get their teeth into. 

I understand not all 
films need to carry depth 
or deal with life’s ills, 
and that frothy, sit-back- 
and-let-it-wash-over-you 
entertainment has its 
place, but this is a film 
whose plot is paper thin 
and translucent, where 
the twists and turns are 
either telegraphed (yet 
again, a huge thanks to 
the marketing 
department for that one) 
or, when revealed, met 
with a shrug. 

There’s just not 
enough here to really get 
stuck into, the film 
motoring along in a low 
gear (albeit travelling at 
a satisfying pace) but it 
never stops to take 
stock, nor does it find 
that higher gear to really 
get going. 

Gary Ross is a 
capable, rather than 
accomplished, director, 
and with the ghost of 
Soderbergh dangling 
over him he sometimes 
attempts to ape his style, 
while other times using 
zooms and editing to 
give the film its pace. 

The heist itself is 
staged well, riffing on 
misdirection and the 
carefully-orchestrated 
plan Debbie has spent 
her entire incarceration 
planning, but it doesn’t 
come with any moments 
of suspense or drama - it 
all plays out too easily. 

That’s the film’s main 
drawback - the absence 
of stakes, the lack of real 
drama; there are fleeting 
moments where we get 
some nuggets of meat, 
but mainly this is a film 
which happily coasts 
along with relative ease. 

What is most 
enjoyable are the 
performances - Sandra 
Bullock is always 
watchable and, with a 
roguish glint, she makes 
for a solid lead, while 
Cate Blanchett is good 
but wasted by the story 
that puts her in the role

ROGUE DOG WALKERS 
COULD FACE £100 FINES 


DOG walkers could be given spot fines of 
£100 in the Vale if they fail to pick up mess 
left by their pets. 

The Vale Council is considering three-year public 
spaces protection orders (PSPOs) in specified areas 
to require dog owners to clean up after their pets and 
keep them on a lead. 

Dogs could also be banned from some areas, 
including Barry Island beach, from May 1 to 
September 30. 

The PSPOs are proposed in areas across the Vale, 
including many public spaces in Barry and Penarth. 

If the plans are adopted officers could issue rogue 
dog walkers with fixed penalty notices of £100 
which could increase to £1,000 if not paid. 

A statement on the council’s website explains: 
“Despite several educational interventions, such as 
the ‘Dogs are Clever’ campaign, there continue to be 
issues across the Vale with some irresponsible dog 
owners, specifically where dog faeces is not being 
removed. 

“We know that the majority of dog owners are 
responsible, however there is still a minority of 


people who do not take full responsibility for their 
animals and ignore the council’s byelaws. Dog 
faeces that is not removed poses a health risk known 
as toxocariaisis. 

“In order to tackle this issue, the council has the 
power to serve a public spaces protection order 
(PSPO) under the Anti-social Behaviour Crime and 
Policing Act 2014. The purpose of a PSPO is to 
restrict persistent anti-social behaviour in public 
spaces. This would replace the byelaws and 
restrictions that are currently in place. 

“The PSPO can last for three years and, if 
breached, an authorised officer could issue a fixed 
penalty notice up to £100, which if not paid could be 
increased to £1000.” 

The proposed PSPOs would not apply to people 
who are partially sighted or registered blind or with 
sight or hearing impairments. They also wouldn’t 
apply to people with disabilities which affect their 
mobility or would make removing the dog mess 
unreasonable, the council says. 

Working dogs for emergency search and rescue, 
law enforcement, armed forces and dogs used for 
directing animals would also be exempt.

Pleasant stroll for 
the Ramblers 


ON a pleasant 
sunny summer 
evening, 12 walkers 
joined Geraint from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers at 
the Twyn in Dinas 
Powys for a circular 
walk taking in the 
historic Dinas 
Powys hillfort, and 
setting off up 
High walls Road, 
they crossed the 
empty Dinas Powys 
golf course. 

Making their way into 
woodland and down a 
sunken path, a quiet lane 
led them into the 
Millfields before a 
deviation into Coed 
Clwyd-gwyn for the 
steep climb up a narrow 
pathway, clambering 
over fallen trees and 
climbing wooden steps 
leading up through the 
ancient ditches and into 
the hillfort. 

This site was found by 
Sir Mortimer Wheeler, 
who with a friend of his 
(Leslie Alcock) 

organised a dig at the site 
which was called Cwm 
George Camp which they 
assumed was an Iron Age 
fort. 

The actual fort 
consists of four sets of 
banks and deep ditches 
still in evidence and it 
was defended to the 
north, east and west by 
steep hillsides. 

The site is the best 
preserved in Wales and 
most of Europe and in 
actual fact relates to the 
Dark Ages, a period of 
time between when the 
Romans left and the 


Normans invaded when 
there was religious and 
civil unrest with 
deterioration in culture 
and economy and much 
fighting. 

Pottery, amphora 
storage jars for wine, 
olive oil and fish sauce 
which would have made 
the journey of 3,000- 
miles by sea from Syria, 
taking six months to 
arrive were found, along 
with glass beakers, 
crystal cups that were 
rounded at the bottom 
and around 22,000- 
animal bones that had 
been butchered and 
burnt. 

Descending the 

opposite side of the hill 
into the steep-sided Cwm 
George, the track led on 
with views towards a 
mist covered Garth Hill 
and the village of 
Michaelston-le-Pit and 
Llandough Hospital. 

Climbing a bridle 
path, then a steep rocky 
track led them into Park 
Wood with its mature 
beech trees and turning 
south along wide paths in 
the broad leaved 
woodland; another short 
climb was followed by a 
descent to the Beauville 
lane and the One o’Clock 
Gate. 

Then heading down 
across the verdant golf 
course, with its 
wonderful individual 
trees in full leaf and a 


few golfers still enjoying 
playing the greens, 
brought them back to 
Dinas village after an 
interesting journey. 

On June 24, meet at 
9am at Cogan for a 9.5- 
mile moderate joint walk

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^Think again on youth 
services’ say unions 


TRADE unions 
representing local youth 
workers have accused the 
Vale Council of rushing to 
agree new proposals on its 
youth service provision. 

It is a charge refuted by the 
Vale Council which points out 
that it has carried out a 
consultation. It also says that 
reports have been examined in 
detail and approved by scrutiny 
committees. 

UNISON and UNITE have 
questioned the legitimacy of the 
decision-making process which 
will reduce the current universal 
access team of 48 youth officers 
to eight staff and close Llantwit 
Major youth centre. 

In the most rural areas, youth 
work will be performed by 
volunteers and not qualified 
youth workers. The council 
should save around £63,000 over 
two years. 

The trade unions have called 
on the council to withdraw the 
proposals and work with them on 
a new youth service strategy. 

Andrew Woodman, UNISON 
organiser said: “Youth workers 
go into the profession driven by 
a passion to help improve the 
lives of young people, 
particularly those from poorer 
backgrounds. 

“They enjoy supporting them, 
building their confidence and 
assisting them to access 
education, employment and 
training. 

“Depriving young people in 
the Vale of this high-quality 


service is a betrayal. There’s an 
obligation on the council to think 
again.” 

Joanne Galazka, UNITE 
regional officer, said: “You want 
your elected councillors to do 
their best for the local 
community. 

“Everything about this 
proposal spells the opposite. 
There’s been no careful analysis 
of what quality youth work can 
provide young people and no 
involvement of the staff or young 
people themselves. 

“This reckless decision means 
most young people will no 
longer have the option of 
approaching a qualified youth 
worker. 

“At a time when youth 
services are needed more than 
ever, managers should be 
working with staff and unions to 
enhance the service, not impose 
draconian cuts with so little 
consultation.” 

Cllr Bob Penrose, Vale 
Council Cabinet member for 
learning and culture, said a good 
service would be maintained. 

“I presented the report on the 
restructure of the youth service 
in the Vale to Cabinet last week 
where it was approved 
unanimously. That came after it 
had already been placed through 
a public consultation exercise 
and had been discussed and 
approved at two Scrutiny 
Committees. 

“The council is looking to 
restructure its youth service 
provision in an effort to ensure 
greater efficiency. Under the 


proposals, exactly the same level 
of provision would be offered 
across the Vale. 

“The service in Llantwit 
Major will be provided by 
mobile youth officers using the 
council’s hi-tech youth bus, 
which consultation exercises 
have demonstrated is very 
popular with young people. 

“This will be a key component 
of the council’s revamped youth 
service going forward. 

“The youth cabinet and youth 
action groups, which make up 
the Vale Youth Eorum, have been 
consulted as part of this process 
and many of the proposed 
changes have been inspired by 
their responses. 

“That feedback and the 
minutes of the meetings have 
been shared with the Children’s 
Commissioners Office and they 
are content with our approach. 

“We are proposing changes to 
staff contracts to reduce the 
number of part-time posts. Many 
youth workers have multiple 
contracts, and others have work 
for as little as three hours a 
week. The changes would see 
fewer posts but the restructure 
will mean posts available for 
more permanent hours per 
week.” 

He added: “Any staff affected 
by these changes will be offered 
the opportunity to apply for the 
new roles in the service and for 
redeployment within the council, 
while redundancy would be 
approached on a case by case 
basis.”

^Confusing, inappropriate, 
ridiculous...’ Poor reaction to 
‘sugar tax’ on milk drinks proposal 


FROM local dairy 
farmers to 
politicians and 
farming unions, 
reaction to The 
GEM to 

recommendations 
set out in the 
Commons Health 
Committee 
Childhood Obesity 
Plan (CHCCOP) to 
extend the ‘sugar 
tax’ to include milk 
drinks has been 
overwhelmingly 
that of concern. 

The Earmers Union 
of Wales (EUW) states 
that sugary ‘energy’ 
drinks and milk drinks 
are “incomparable” and 
any application of the 
levy is “inappropriate”. 

The Covemment is 
expected to publish a 
refreshed version of the 
2016 Childhood Obesity 
Plan shortly. As part of 
this report, plans to 
extend the tax levy on 
sugary soft drinks to 
milk-based drinks have 
been recommended by 
the Commons Health 
Committee. 

EUW, however, 
cautions that the 
recommended fiscal 
measures outlined in the 
CHCCOP could have 


“...detrimental and far- 
reaching implications” 
for the Welsh dairy 
sector. 

A spokesperson for 
EUW said: “The union 
agrees with the 
aspirations of the 
Childhood Obesity Plan 
and supports action on 
widening health, but 
strongly opposes the 
premise that sugary soft 
drinks and all milk- 
based drinks should 
attract similar tax based 
levies. 

“Such products are 
incomparable and the 
transfer of a levy 
penalty to nutritional 
milk drinks is therefore 
inappropriate.” 

Dai Miles, EUW 
Milk and Dairy Produce 
Chairman, said: “It is 
the belief of EUW that 
the Nutrient Profiling 
Modelling undertaken 
has done a tremendous 
disservice to nutritional 
milk products and could 
detrimentally affect the 
ways in which such 
products are viewed by 
the consumer.” 

Rhys Lougher, of Ty 
Tanglwyst Dairy, near 
Bridgend, said: 
“Childhood obesity is 
an issue that we all take 
extremely seriously. 

“I, like many 
farmers, take great pride 


in visiting local schools 
and engaging with the 
next generation to 
educate them about 
where their food comes 
from, promoting healthy 
lifestyles and helping 
children make informed 
choices about the food 
they eat. 

“Any levy that 
groups sugary soft 
drinks in the same 
bracket as milk-based 
products completely 
ignores the nutritional 
value of dairy products, 
undermines the work of 
those working in the 
dairy sector and risks 
sending a very 
confusing message to 
consumers and the next 
generation.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
suggested that there is 
“...a lot of 

misunderstanding” over 
proposals to combat 
childhood obesity. 

“There are no plans 
to tax milk, only 
products that have sugar 
added to them, and I am 
concerned that such 
misinformation 
undermines confidence 
in a very important 
sector of agriculture. 

“I am a strong 
supporter of Welsh 
Dairy Earmers, and I 
will continue to work 
closely with local dairy 


farmers - and the 
farming unions - to 
promote their products.” 

Suzy Davies AM, 
Member for South 
Wales West, said: “Milk 
already has a certain 
amount of natural sugar, 
and I would support 
efforts to reduce the 
amount of additional 
sugars added, and I 
understand the 
recommendations for 
those milk drinks that 
are also loaded with 
extra sugar. 

“However, I think it 
is ridiculous that milk- 
based drinks could fall 
under such a levy.” 

Abi Reader of 
Coldsland Earm, 
Wenvoe, told The CEM: 
“Milk (and dairy) is an 
extremely useful tool to 
help battle child, and 
adult, obesity because 
of its nutritional 
benefits and allowing 
you to feel fuller for 
longer. 

“I think it is totally 
wrong to attempt to 
place milk and milk 
based drinks in the 
same category as sugary 
soft dri nk s. 

“In my opinion we 
should be encouraging 
youngsters to drink 
more milk, not put them 
off.”

Mike Clogg, Operational Manager for 
Engineering, said: “The Council has previously 
identified opportunities to increase parking 
provision at Penarth Esplanade and this will be 
considered further following the outcome of the 
Council’s proposed new parking strategy to be 
consulted on later this summer. 

“However, it should be noted that there is already 
a significant amount of on-street parking available 
along Cliff Hill and within the Council’s Cliff Top 
car park, which is a short and pleasant walk from 
many of the amenities along the Penarth Esplanade 
and Pier. Work was also completed on enlarging the 
Penarth Cliff Walk car park in 2015 to 
accommodate 50 additional cars and six buses.” 




‘Steam heaven’ at tourist railway 


THE last week has been 
‘steam heaven’ at Barry 
Rail Centre which 
operates the Barry Tourist 
Railway. 

John Buxton of Barry Tourist 
Railway explained: “During the 
transport festival held on June 
10, the railway’s Sentinel steam 
locomotive gave cab rides to 
visitors, who also were able to 
blow the whistle. 

“We also had our miniature 
railway running with a newly 
constructed Great Western 
Railway locomotive. No 23, 
running and entertaining visitors 
at Barry Island Station. 

“On June 14, the Barry Rail 
Centre was visited by a special 
steam charter train from London. 


“The train was hauled by a 
main line ex-LMS steam 
locomotive No 45212. 

“A magnificent engine in its 
lined black livery, it veritably 
gleamed in the sunlight outside 
our Barry locomotive shed while 
being serviced. 

“Lots of people came to see 
this magnificent sight. The 
railway is now receiving regular 
charter trains, mainly for 
servicing and short-term stabling 
but in the past we have hosted 
trains with a full complement of 
passengers and we are working 
hard to get more charters to 
Barry in the future. 

“Finally, a milestone was 
reached on June 16 when we 
completed the dismantling of our 
very own former Great Western 


engine no 6686. 

“This 1928-built loco is being 
restored in our new works 
building led by veteran restorer, 
Mike Pearce, who heads a team 
of trainees and volunteers. 

“As the loco was last steamed 
in 1964, recovering the parts had 
to be done very delicately to 
avoid damage. 

“The team have done a 
marvellous job so far and it’s 
great that all work from this 
point onward involves 
refurbishing the components and 
assembly. The 6686 shares the 
workshop with another GWR 
loco, no 5538, which the Barry 
Rail Centre is restoring for a 
client.”

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


THE prevailing 
warm weather has 
certainly been 
appreciated by the 
bees. 

All of the colonies in 
the apiary are expanding 
very rapidly and I have 
been able to keep pace 
with them because I have 
the equipment on hand to 
do so. There are 
beekeepers out there who 
obviously do not have 
equipment to hand, as 
swarm calls are coming 
in at regular intervals. 

How do you proceed 
when collecting a 
swarm? First, gather as 
much information as you 
can from the caller: ie 
address, where are you? 

Where are the bees? 
How high are they? 

How long have they 
been there? Are they in a 
hedge? Are they in a 
tree? 

They may even be in 
or on a building. Once 
the relevant information 
is to hand a plan of action 
can be compiled. 

Obviously a receptacle 
of some kind will be 
required. This can be a 
cardboard box, or even a 
waste paper basket; 
being an established 
beekeeper I have 
purpose-made containers 
ready for use. Whatever 
is utilised it is only going 
to be a temporary home 
and the swarm will be 
hived as soon as 
conditions allow. 

Each swarm that has 
been tackled so far has 
required different tactics. 


Only one had the lovely 
ball shape and was at 
head height hanging 
from a tree branch, the 
others were under garden 
furniture, wrapped 
around the leg of a 
garden bench, tucked 
well inside a privet hedge 
and even on the floor! 

A word of advice here 
to would-be collectors: 
on getting the main body 
of bees into your 
receptacle do not leave 
immediately with it. Put 
it on the floor as near to 
where you collected it as 
possible, make sure that 
bees can enter/leave if 
they choose to and return 
in the late evening. 

Why do this? Well, by 
late evening all of the 
flying bees will have 
joined their companions 
in your receptacle and 
you can then safely take 
them away; failure to do 
this will leave several 
hundred agitated bees 
behind and you will not 
be popular with the folks 
whose property you have 
entered. 

Not all swarms stay 
put - in fact three lots 
had decided to move on, 
leaving us with empty 
boxes on our return in the 
late evening. You win 
some., you lose some! 

Very fortunately for 
me a swarm arrived at the 
apiary and obligingly 
went into hive that I keep 
handy as on-site spare 
equipment. How nice is 
that.

Pleasant stroll 
for the Ramblers 


ON a pleasant sunny summer 
evening, 12 walkers joined 
Geraint from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at the Twyn 
in Dinas Powys for a circular 
walk taking in the historic 
Dinas Powys hillfort, and 
setting off up Highwalls Road 
they crossed the empty Dinas 
Powys golf course. 

Making their way into woodland 
and down a sunken path, a quiet lane 
led them into the Millfields before a 
deviation into Coed Clwyd-gwyn for 
the steep climb up a narrow pathway, 
clambering over fallen trees and 
climbing wooden steps leading up 
through the ancient ditches and into 
the hillfort. 

This site was found by Sir 
Mortimer Wheeler, who with a friend 
of his (Feslie Alcock) organised a dig 
at the site which was called Cwm 
George Camp which they assumed 
was an Iron Age fort. 

The actual fort consists of four sets 
of banks and deep ditches still in 
evidence and it was defended to the 
north, east and west by steep 
hillsides. 

The site is the best preserved in 
Wales and most of Europe and in 
actual fact relates to the Dark Ages, a 
period of time between when the 
Romans left and the Normans 
invaded when there was religious and 
civil unrest with deterioration in 
culture and economy and much 
fighting. 

Pottery, amphora storage jars for 
wine, olive oil and fish sauce which 
would have made the journey of 
3,000-miles by sea from Syria, taking 
six months to arrive, were found, 
along with glass beakers, crystal cups 
that were rounded at the bottom and 
around 22,000-animal bones that had 
been butchered and burnt. 


Descending the opposite side of 
the hill into the steep-sided Cwm 
George, the track led on with views 
towards a mist covered Garth Hill and 
the village of Michaelston-le-Pit and 
Flandough Hospital. 

Climbing a bridle path, a steep 
rocky track led them into Park Wood 
with its mature beech trees and 
turning south along wide paths in the 
broad leaved woodland; another short 
climb was followed by a descent to 
the Beauville lane and the One 
o’clock Gate. 

Then heading down across the 
verdant golf course, with its 
wonderful individual trees in full leaf 
and a few golfers still enjoying 
playing the greens, brought them 
back to Dinas village after an 
interesting journey.

THIS review is simple - I love a 
Jaguar. 

And the reason for this is quite simple. 
My father owned several XJ models over 
many years, along with the odd Daimler 
Sovereign or two which made me into 
the sort of kid who loved the idea of a car 
with either a V8 or VI2 engine. 

Also, maybe I am on my own here - 
but I always had the impression that a 
Daimler was that little bit better than the 
Jaguar, which is why I think my father 
always went for the Daimler brand. 

Actually, when I think about it, I have 
a soft spot for both of them really, but for 
very different reasons, which I hope one 
day to be able to tell you all about. 

So, what’s the Jaguar XE like then? 
Well, basically it’s a very good car. Plus, 
Jaguar has done a terrific job of pricing it 
in such a way that even a normal person 
like me could afford to own one. 

POWER AND EFFICIENCY 
. The XE I had on test was fitted with 


the brilliant 2.0 litre Turbocharged 
Diesel engine that was also equipped 
with Intelligent Stop/Start system to 
enhance fuel economy. 

When it comes to power you get 
163ps and 380Nm of torque - meaning it 
will accelerate from 0-60mph in around 
8.9sec. Top speed is also maxed out at 
132mph. I am not going to talk much 
about MPG, but I did manage 50+mpg 
(combined) making the XE a strong 
performer. 

ON THE ROAD 

The steering is accurate in whatever 
situation unfolds itself on the road. The 
chassis is also very good - and it grips 
the road like its life depends on it. 

The suspension is also set up very 
nicely thanks to the Jaguar engineers 
taking the time to give it its defining 
character when out on the open road. 

Also, on a motorway, it’s a real dream 
to drive because it feels like it belongs 
there and nothing feels rushed or staged. 
True Jaguar form then! 

EQUIPMENT, SAFETY 
AND TECHNOLOGY 

The designers have added in some 



nice detailing lines and the appearance is 
sleek but also bold - meaning you can 
see all the Jaguar DNA right there at the 
heart of the machine. 

The XE is also equipped with modern 
and lightweight materials inside and the 
layout is very good. There are also some 
very good ideas inside and it is these 
ideas that make the XE stand out from 
the crowd. 

Again, the XE’s cabin layout is just 


like all Jaguars’ - perfect! Jaguar has 
always focused on the driver and what 
they have done on the inside of the XE is 
a very nice design indeed. 

The XE (SE) also comes with an array 
of standard equipment such as a six- 
speed manual transmission, cruise 
control and speed limiter. Jaguar Drive 
Control, Electric Parking Brake, (EPB) 
Hill Launch Assist, Power Steering (inc 
EPAS) - Speed-Proportional Power 


Steering, Torque Vectoring by Braking 
(TVBB). 

There’s also Digital Audio Broadcast 
(DAB) Radio, Navigation Pro, Audio 
AUX-IN, Bluetooth®, Text to Speech, 1 
X USB Socket, Traffic Sign Recognition 
and Intelligent Speed Limiter, Rear 
Parking Aid, Autonomous Emergency 
Braking (AEB). Lane Departure 
Warning, Airbags - Driver and Eront 
Passenger, with Seat Occupant Detector 
for Passenger, Pull-Length Side Window 
Curtain Airbags, Powered Child Locks, 
Dynamic Stability Control, Traction 
Control, Emergency Brake Assist and a 
10” Touch Pro.

The statistics read played three, won 
three, the opening game against the 
Springboks won with an element of luck, 
but Wales rode it and proceeded to 
outplay the Argentinians two weeks 
running, the first game a tour de force of 
defensive discipline married to the 
occasional burst of attacking flair and a

somewhat disappointing penalty count, 
while last Saturday's win was built on 
showing more guile and desire to outplay 
an Argentina side who looked and played 
like a team lacking direction 
(unsurprising since their coach, Daniel 
Hourcade, proceeded to announce his 
departure from the role, post-match, after 
this week's game against Scotland). 

So where does this leave Wales 14 
months away from their journey Japan? 
Well certainly stronger than before the 
tour, the stepping up to the plate of a 
number of players giving Gatland the best 
headache he could have wished for, and, 
for now, diminishing the argument that 


Wales lack strength in depth. 

After aU, defeating the Springboks was 
far from easy, and Argentina are no 
slouches, benefitting as they have done 
from the constant competition in the 
Rugby Championship. 

What they also have is that pivotal 
momentum. Yes, losing these three games 
certainly wouldn't have been the end of 
the world given the strength of the squad 
available and the coaches' unstinting 
belief that the tour would be measured 
more by performance than results (not the 
first time a New Zealand-bom Welsh 
coach has mentioned those words) but 
having taken three wins from three, you 
need only look to events in South Africa 
to see what defeat (with a first-choice 
team) can do to morale, expectation and 


post-match interviews. 

The success has also placed pressure 
on those players who missed the tour to 
start the new season by hitting the ground 
running. While Gatland is unlikely to 
overhaul his first-choice team massively, 
the success of many of the players on this 
tour places the emphasis on the returning 
big-name players to up their game, which 
can only be a good thing. 

We'll learn far more from an autumn 
series that sees Wales take on Scotland, 
Australia, Tonga and South Africa again, 
and from next year's Six Nations, the last 
before the World Cup, as to how Wales 
compare to the teams around them - but 
the auspices from this tour are good, and, 
as we know, momentum is everything.
